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PREFACE 


Curriculum of a subject is said to be the throbbing pulse of a nation. By 
looking at the curriculum of a subject, one can judge the state of intellectual 
development and the state of progress of a nation. The world has turned into a 
global village, new ideas and information are pouring in a constant stream. It is, 
therefore, imperative to update our curricula by introducing the recent 
developments in the relevant fields of knowledge. 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Sub-section (1) of section 3 of 
the Federal Supervision of Curricula Textbooks and Maintenance of Standards 
of Education Act 1976, the Federal Government vide Notification No.D773/76- 
JEA (Cur.), dated December 4, 1976, appointed Higher Education Commission 
as the Competent Authority to look after the Curriculum Revision Work beyond 
Class XII at Bachelor level and onwards to all Degrees, Certificates and 
Diplomas awarded by Degree Colleges, Universities and other Institutions of 
higher education. 

In pursuance of the above decisions and directives, the Commission is 
continually performing curriculum revision in collaboration with the Universities. 
According to the decision of the special meeting of Vice-Chancellors’ Committee, 
curriculum of a subject must be reviewed after every 3 years. For the purpose, 
various Committees are constituted at the national level comprising senior 
teachers nominated by the Universities. Teachers from local degree colleges 
and experts from user organizations, where required, are also included in these 
Committees. 

The National Curriculum Revision Committee on Muslim & General 
History in its meeting held in January 2003 at the HEC Islamabad finalized the 
draft curriculum after due consideration of the comments and suggestions 
received from the Universities and Colleges where the subject under 
consideration is taught. 

The Final draft prepared by the Curriculum Revision Committee duly 
approved by competent authority is being circulated for implementation by the 
Universities.

The meeting was inaugurated by the Director General (C&T) Prof. Dr. Altaf 
Ali G. Shaikh. In his opening address Dr. Altaf Ali G. Shaikh, D.G. (C&T) 
welcomed the participants and said that curriculum developments/revision is a 
continuous activity of the Higher Education Commission. According to the Vice- 
Chancellor’s Committee decision, the curricula of each subject should be revised 
after every three years but the subject of History is being revised after 5 years 
and the reasons of this is paucity of funds. He said that the curriculum revised by 
the National Curriculum Revision Committee is forwarded to the concerned 
universities which is discussed in their respective Board of Studies and the 
recommended curriculum is implemented according to their facilities available. 
The D.G. (C&T) gave a brief description of the other programmes run by the 
Higher Education Commission, he informed that during the current year that HEC 
is trying to have 100 Ph.Ds scholarship for the social science subjects teachers. 
Dr. Altaf also briefed about the training programme conducted by the C&T 
Division HEC which are of three types. 

i) Curriculum based teacher training programme, which is on the 

newly introduced topics.

English language 6 weeks course. 



iii) In-service 3 months teachers training programme for this 
programme administrative and financial matters are being settled 
so that this programme could be launched. 

Then the Director General (C&T) asked the committee to select Chairman of 
the Committee for the proceeding of the meeting. The Committee unanimously 
selected Prof. Dr. Ghulam Taqi Bangash, Dean, Faculty of Arts/Chairman, 
Department of History, University of Peshawar, Peshawar as Convener and Dr. 
Javed Hussain, Chairman, Department of History, University of Karachi as 
Secretary of the Committee. Dr. Bangash took the Chair and thanked the 
participants for their confidence on him. Then the session was opened for 
general discussion. Dr. A.H. Dani in his comments stressed on teaching of 
languages other than English and mother tongue to help them in 
reading/consulting the original manuscript available for research. After 
discussion it was decided that the experts for Muslim History will participate in 
the development of curriculum of curricula of General History. The members of

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RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. The National Curriculum Revision Committee (NCRC) recommended 
that the HEC should finance the training programme. 

2. The Committee emphasized the need of a Darul-tarjuma. 

3. The Committee requested the entire academia in History to regularize 
the Board of Studies meetings of all the Boards in the department of 
History. 

4. The Committee recommended introduction of Semester System in the 
Post-graduate department (It was observed that Semester System was 
already successfully working in Sindh, QAU, Karachi and Peshawar 
Universities; Insha-Allah the Semester System will soon be introduced 
in the History Department of the Punjab University as well. 

5. The Committee recommended that the rules regarding M.Phil & Ph.D. 
be also simplified and un-necessary complications may be removed. In 
some of the Departments of Pakistani universities the meetings of 
ASRB (Advanced Studies & Research Board) are not regular. The 
Committee requested that the senior members of the staff should 
ensure that the meetings of ASRB become regular, in whichever 
University the meetings are not regular. In this regard senior 
Professors of History should take interest in holding regular meetings of 
ASRB 

6. The Committee recommended In-service Training/refresher Course for 
History teachers at College level. The Committee requested the HEC 
to take responsibility to organize such courses at Provincial level for 
College teachers. 

7. The NCRC agreed on the Provincial/regional level training courses for 
college teachers of History to be organized by the Post-graduate 
Departments of History which will be financed by the HEC. The NCRC 
also decided refresher courses to be organized by the HEC in 
collaboration of the post-graduate Departments of History. 


9. Financial grants be provided to the researchers/teachers, and students 
of History Departments for visits to Archival Centres, Museums, 
historical sites and Monuments; and these should be made a 
compulsory component of teaching/teaching strategies at the various 
institutions imparting teaching of History in Pakistan. 

10. Foreign scholarships be provided in the discipline of History to 
competitive researchers on Merit basis to do their M.Phil, Ph.D and 
Post-doctorate degrees from prestigious institutions abroad.

It is recommended that a comprehensive list of research work 
(M.Phil/Ph.D) completed or in progress at various institutions of 
History/lslamic History should be compiled and sent to respective 
departments and this list be updated every year. 

11. It is recommended that the Departments of History at various 
universities and research organizations should provide complimentary 
copies of their respective research journals to other institutions 
imparting teaching of History at the Graduate/Post-graduate levels in 
Pakistan. 

12. It is recommended that strong bonds be established between various 
Archival Centres and institutions of History. This may be achieved by 
organizing orientation lectures by Senior Archivists at various history 
institutions and frequent visits of students and researchers to the 
Archival institutions. 

13. It is recommended that the Departments of History should exchange 
their staff and their respective expertise on short-term basis by utilizing 
the facilities/grants of HEC. 

14. It is recommended that competitions, Quizzes, intellectual programmes 
on the topics of History be held among the institutions of History on the 
nation wide basis, and the successful students be provided 
scholarships for higher studies at their respective institutions by HEC. 

15. It is recommended that compulsory computer courses be made an 
integral past of the teaching/learning strategy in imparting knowledge of 
History at various institutions. 

16. It is recommended that teachers of History enrolled for M.Phil/Ph.D 
programmes at various institutions be given less work load in order to 
facilitate their researches. 

17. It is recommended that specific allocation of scholarships for History be 
fixed by HEC under its “Foreign Scholarship Programme”. 
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
